But at the mouth of the whole 
battery of the world's scholars and at 
the point of bayonet of common sense 
the forces of infant baptism have been 
turned until there Is nothing left for 
them but an get of infant dedication, 
and the sooner we turn. too. and pub­ 
licly dedicate our children, the sooner 
we shall have taken away the last prop 
of pedo-baptism."

"It seem s to me to be In 
harmony with St. Paul's pronuncia­ 
mento of pevice," said he, “and I find in 
It no deep laid plan to undermine the 
faith. 
It seem s to me a noble form ula­ 
tion of 
Baptist 
brotherhood. 
There 
comes to me my father's great love for 
the south and I rejoice today that the 
bitterness between the north and south 
passed aw ay with the war and we are 
now dwelling 
together 
and mingling 
with unity and love. Today we are not 
producing Baptist brotherhood, but we 
are simply giving it a definite form and 
I therefore favor the adoption of this 
report.” 
The m otion was seconded by Rev. Dr. 
W . E. H all her of V irginia. 
“I think 
there Is wisdom and stren g th and po­ 
tency in the adoption of th is plan of 
uniting the B aptists of the north and 
south,’’ he said. 
T his action sends a 
m essage 
to 
the 
outside 
and 
tells 
friends and critics alike th a t so fa r as 
the American Baptists are concerned, 
there is an infinite difference between 
separation and division. 
We are sepa­ 
rate In our work, but this m eeting and 
this action will declare to the world 
that we are not divided. There are now 
no causes that stand in the way of our 
union of heart and cordial fraternity 
In closing I want to say. although I am 
a Democrat, I think that the power of 
one man to unify this country toward* 
effecting a unity of the world has been 
the supreme event in the American h is­ 
tory. 
I feel that we m ust be united 
together not only In the church for the 
one great purpose that may lead to the 
salvation of the nations. 
I therefore 
with great heartiness and cordiality 
second the motion to adopt this com­ 
m ittee’s' resolution." 
Immediately upon the conclusion ol 
Dr. Hatcher's speech the convention 
spontaneously burst Into the singing 
of “AU Hall the Power of Jesus’ Name.’ 
The report of the com m ittee recom ­ 
mending 
permanent organization 
I* 
designated as the General Convention 
of Baptists of North America. 
The 
geographical scope of the organizatior 
is to be North America and Its islands 
There is to be a president, three vice 
presidents, a secretary and treasurer 
Churches, local, stats and territorial or­ 
ganisations are to have representation 
It is not to interfere with the affairs of 
either of th# existing 
organizations. 
The next m eeting is to be held In 1906 
and after that conventions are to be 
held triennially. 
It was decided to install permanent 
headquarters for the general conven­ 
tion at Louisville, Ky. 
In regard to 
representation 
at future conventions 
the regulations of the constitution and 
bylaws will continue.
